the various stations to Bhiwani are unreasonable; that 
guar being a leguminous plant like grams, beans, etc. 
used for human consumption and cattle feed and its 
price being much less than that of gram, charging guar 
a rate which is higher than the rate for gram contra- 
venes Section 28 of the Railways Act; 

That guar meal which is obtained on processing guar 
is a nutritious cattle feed and also used in the manufac- 
ture of mixed fertilisers, and is exported from Bhiwani 
to the various stations on the respondent railways; that 
besides the rate for guar meal being unreasonable per 
sc, charging guar meal a rate which is higher than the 
rate for chuni and oil cakes contravenes Section 28 of 
the Railways Act; that guar meal being a cattle feed and 
raw material for the manufacture of mixed fertilisers, 
the disadvantage of its being charged at a higher rate 
has to be abated in public interests also;
